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Merciless Treatment of Society's 
Worst Foes Urged by Navy 
Chief; Calls Disease 

Incurable. . 


Cumberland, Md., Aug. Special.)—The 
anarchist, of all enemies of society, least de- 
serves mercy or humane consideration. At 
his full development he is hopelessly beyond 
redemption, an irreconcilable foe of law and 
order. There is no cure for his disease; the 
eradication of his breed is ftnpossible. Yet 
he cannot be allowed to thrive with safety 
to the community. 
with him? 

This, in brief, is the view Charles J. Bona- 
parte, secretary of the navy, holds of the 
anarchist. And this is what he would do 
with him: 

Let death, unequivocally imposed by law 
and inflexibly executed, be the punishment 
of every anarchist who seeks directly or in- 
directly to take life. Let the most rigorous 
imprisonment, solitary, comfortleses, and pit- 
iless, with liberal private application of the 
lash, be the punishment of every anarchist 
gullty of offenses which cannot be punished 
with death, 

Secretary Bonaparte does not advocate this 
treatment as a cure or panacea for anarch- 
ism. He does not believe such a thing pos- 
sible, nor the eradication of the evil by any 
remedial legislation a thing to be hoped 
for in this'generation or the next. He. be- 
lieves the source of anarchism too deeply 
interwoven in the basic scheme of modern 
civilization to be uprooted bodily. 


Should Be Treated as Reptiles. 


What he does believe, and advocate, is that 
in this country pseudo-humanitarian clap- 
trap should be disregarded and anarchists 


_ treated as reptiles whose extermination must 


be the aim of the entire community as a 
vital factor in fts own preservation. 
Imprisonment in the case of an anarchist 
fis a farce, the secretary believes. He can't 
be reformed nor even improved, being in- 
variably worse when he comes out than when 
he went in. 
Secretary Bonaparte’s conclusions on an- 
archism and its remedy are the result of deep 
study, prompted by the revelatory horror 
and fear inspired by the assassination of 
President McKinley. He made them public 
vered before 


~~ h-today-in the form of a speecir deli 
the ‘Chautauqua society here. His address 


follows: 

“In September, 1901, when the American 
people heard that their president was an 
assassin's victim, there mingled with the 
universal amazement, grief, and indignation 
a feeling of peculiar horror aroused by the 
apparent absence of any provocation, or 
even intelligent motive, for the crime. Lin- 
coln was siain when a whole people, exas- 
perated by four bloody years of civil war, 
were desperate in the certainty of hopeless 
and overwhelming defeat inflicted, most of 
all, by him. The wretch who murdered Gar- 
field combined such intellectual frailty with 
such moral depravity as to seem a hideous 
lusus nature than a fair type of any class 
of men, 


Thousands Just Like Czolgosz. 


“But Czolgosz was at once recognized to 
be probably no worse than some thousands 
of men and women in our midst, and many 
more scattered throughout the civilized 
world, men and women who accept the name 
and share the opinions he avowed. So far 
as could be seen his reasons for killing Pres- 
ident McKinley would lead any one of them 
to kill President Roosevelt should opportu- 
nity offer; and, with this practical application 
of their theories, their existence became a 
source of real peril not only to presidents 
but to all public officers and to all eminent 
men. And, to the alarm they caused, there 
was added a hearty and practically uni- 
versal detestation for their doctrines, their 
language, and their lives. 

“ The anarchists were, in short, instinctive- 
ly recognized as dangerows, odious, and dis- 
gusting public enemies, and for some months, 
perhaps a year, afterwards, we were favored 
with many and varied suggestions as to how 
we might be rid of them.” 


No Real Cure for Evil Found. 

Secretary Bonaparte, after declaring that 
most of the plans put forward to rid the 
world and especially this country of anarch- 
ists were either useless, impracticable, or 
mischievous, considers some of the more 
radical measures suggested. 

“It was,’ he continued, “ first of all sug- 
gested that anarchism be eradicated through 
a ‘concert of the powers,’ which should 
recognize the crimes ‘it inspired as always 
covered by treaties of extradition. By all 
means, then, let us give up any assassins, or 
would-be assassins, of foreign rulers who 
reach our shores. But we must not imagine 
that the extradition of anarchists will rid 
us of anarchism. A ‘concert of the powers’ 
will not suffice to destroy anarchism any 
more than the like ‘ concert,’ existing now for 
many years, has sufficed to destroy theft, 

“The next proposal to be noted was that 
any dissemination of anarchistic literature 
and the publication of anarchistic doctrines, 
whether by speech or writing, be made and 
punished as a crime. This suggestion was 
of far less obvious merit. 

Speech Must Remain Free. 

“In some quarters the same plan of re- 

pressing unseemly language as a safeguard 


“against violence of this character was ad- 


yocated in a form yet more open to ques- 
tion. A few well known men and some 
newspapers advised that all harsh  criti- 
ciem of any president be, if not forbidden 
by law, at least strongly discouraged by 
public opinion, om the ground that such 
censure, whether justified or not’by the fact, 
might lead some crackbrained visionary or 
dangerous lunatic to imagine that the presi- 
dent’s murder would advance the nation’s 
welfare. This proposal hardly merits seri- 
ous discussion. If our country is to continue 
free we must and will continue to talk and 
write aw freely as our fathers have always 
talked and written about public acts of our 
public servants. 
Curb on Immigration a Help. 

‘There was and ig much more to be said

Half a dozen passengers on the cars were 
cut by flying glass and suffered minor in- 
juries. 

The motorman of the electric car was ar- 
rested and held under $5,000 bonds, His de- 
fense was that he did not see the auto—a 
Statement which tallies with that of the 
driver of the machine. Both agreed that the 
trolley car was so shut in that it was im- 
possible for the right of way of the railroad 
to be seen from Noyes avenue. 


Cars Block View of Track 

Mr. Slaughter and his party had beep at 
Lake Zurich They were returning at 7 
o'clock in the evening, and the machine ap- 
proached the track from the west. Mr. 
Slaughter said afterward that he was going 
slowly. On each side of the through track 
extend long sidings which the railroad uses 
for switching purposes and for storing freight 
cars. These sidings were filled, the freight 
cars standing close to Noyes avenue to the 
north and south. The main track is used by 
cars om the Chicago and Milwaukee electric 
line, as well as by St. Paul railway trains. 
One of these cars caused the accident. 

Mr. Slaughter afterward gave hig cousin, 
Oliver P. Wilson, 210 Davis street, this ver- 
sion of the accident: 

“It was just getting dark and freight cars 
obstructed the view of the tracks. I slowed 
up and was 


supposed to sound at every crossing and I 
waited for @ warning blast. Hearing none, 
Il started the machine across the tracks, 
when I saw the car approaching at full speed. 
It was half a block away, and I reversed the 
lever, but the engine of the machine did not 
work quick enough, and we were struck. 

Mr. Slaughter and Mrs. Dahlbye were in 
the front seat; the others were in thv rear. 
The occupants of the front seat in some 
way were thrown clear of the freight cars 
that had caused the crash. But the women 
in the rear were caught in the wreckage— 
squeezed in between the automobile and the 
car. 

By the time the electric car had been 
brought to a stop the auto had fallen to the 
ground, a mass of tangled iron and wood- 
work. 

Mr. Slaughter arose from the ground 
where he had fallen and stood, dazed and 
terror stricken. Passengers on the electric 
car sent for the police. 


Wife Dead; Husband Faints. 

By a dbincidence Jennie Allen, a servant in 
Gabriel Slaughter’s household, was a block 
away when the auto was struck. She ran 
to the crossing, arriving before the patrol 
wagon and ambulance from police headquar- 
ters. Miss Allen saw a woman lying on the 
ground. A few feet away stood Mr. Siaugh- 
ter, still dazed. The girl recognized the 
dress she had seen as that of her mistress. 

‘Ts Mrs. Slaughter dead?” she asked. 

“ Yes,” answered the husband, “ yes, she 
has been killed.”’ 

Then he fainted and was taken to his resi- 
dence. There he was placed under the care 
of a physician. 

L. O. Bradway of Highwood was the mo- 
torman of the electric car. He was arrested 
and taken before Justice Boyer, and was held 
under bonds without an examination, 

“I didn’t see the auto until we were right 
on it,’ he said, not being able to add any- 
thing of consequence to ‘this simple state- 
ment. There were suggestions that the pow- 
erful electric headlight was no aid to the 
motorman, but that it tended to confuse him. 

Mrs. Slaughter, who was killed. had two 
children, Elizabeth, 2 years old, and Henry, 
aged 5. They were not told of the death of 
their mother. She was the daughter of F. 
©. Fletcher, now in East Highlands, Cal, 


Feared to Drive After Runaway. 

Friends of-the woman who was killed re- 
called. after the fatal crash, how she came to 
be riding in an automobile. Last spring a 
horse she was driving took fright at an auto- 
mobile and ran*away. Mrs. Slaughter was 
injured slightly and became alarmed at the 
danger of driving. 

“T never will have enother accident like 
that,” she had told an acquaintance. “I 
am going to have my husband get an auto- 
mobile that won’t get scared. Then if 
there’s a runaway, it will be the other per- 
son's horse.” 

The auto in which she met her death was 
bought at her request. 

When Mrs. H. B. Slaughter was taken to 
the hospital it was not believed her injuries 
were so serious as an examination proved 
them to be. Het husband is in Mobile, Aia., 
and has been summoned, 


No Watchman at Night. 

Investigation by the police disclosed the 
fact that there is no watchman at the rail- 
road crossing after 6:30 p.m. Andrew Mar- 
tinson, 2242 Maple avenue, watchman at the 
crossing, was found late in the ev ening. 

“F guard the crossing in the day time,’ he 
said, “when the railroad company runs 
trains. In the evening the elect ric line is 
the only one using the tracks and it has no 
watchman. I am not on duty after 6:30, and 
this accident happened nearly half an hour 
later.”’

Conclusive evidence was all that he needed, 
and for the two removals that came like a 
thunderbolt upon the department Friday 
evening he received and now holds what he 
believes is ample proof to warrant his op- 
posing whatever political powers are back- 
ing the two Inspectors.

Prepared by Police Official. 
' This came when the Anti-Crime league;

The report is accepted as authorttative be- 
cause it was made out by a police official who 
was detailed in Lavin’s office at the time 
the events under consideration occurfed. 
What he tells of the incidents nally 
he gives in the form of a signed statement, 
Another part of the report is composed of 
press clippings relevant to the matters, and 
still a third is @ list of questions upon the 
case which he believés Lavin, will not be able 
to answer without incriminating himself. 


Charge Madeto Anti-Crime League. 

The statement made by the subordinate po- 
lice official, whose name the Anti-Crime 
league withholds, is: 

‘‘ Hagamann’s jewelry store, corner Fifty- 
fifth street and Wentworth avenue, was 
robbed on the night of Aug. 80, 1901, the safe 
being blown open and $9,000 worth of goods 
taken therefrom.

Tribute Taken from Mahoney) 

“They continued to levy tribute from Ma- 
honey until he was obliged to ask them to 
go to Capt. Lavin, as he was unable to raise 
any more for them. Clark and Barry threat- 
ened that if he did not raise more money they 
would see that he went to jail, and Mahoney 
replied that if he went Lavin would go with 
him, 

“ Subsequently Barry demanded a revolver 
from Mahoney, which he held in trust, and 
gotit. Afterward both Clark and Barry went 
before the grand jury and swore that Curran, 
a saloonkeeper, a cousin of Mahoney’s, had 
told them that Mahoney wanted them to do 
a job; that subsequently they met Mahoney 
and that he informed them of the swag at 
Hagamann’s jewelry store and that he (Ma- 
honey) got the blacksmith’s hammer for them 
and helped them blow the safe. (Read the 
comments of the Chicago press at the time of 
the arrest and indictment of Policeman Ma- 
honey.) 

Lavin’s Large Boast. 

“T.avin claimea at the time he had the 
power to muzzle every paper in Chicago 
through the advertising manager of the Chi- 
cago packers and others. 

“ The facts, as developed, showed that Ma- 
honey committed the robbery, taking the 
$9,000 worth of jewelry to his house, and the 
next morning brought it down in a ‘sack and 
handed it to Capt. Lavin, which Lavin swore 
to later. 

“ Mahoney then told Lavin that he could 
direct him to the culprits and, accompanied 
by several officers, Lavin followed Mahoney's 
lead to 1223 Wabash avenue, and when Ma- 
honey had pointed out to Lavin where Clark 
and Barry. were he went away and left Lavin 
to arrest the pair. 

Lavin’s Course Is Criticised. 

“Why did Mohoney go to all this trouble 
of planning and executing the robbery and 
then voluntarily turn the booty over to Capt. 
Lavin the day after and subsequently suffer a 
penitentiary sentence without making any 
explanations, although, according to prear- 
rangements, he soon afterward was paroled 
out? 

‘Assuming that Mohoney did not put up this 
job at the instigation of Lavin, it still re- 
mains that Lavin’s course would indicate a 
criminal knowledge of the whole affair, if 
not a direct participation in it, as at the time 
the crime was committed Lavin claimed the 
credit for digging up the goods and arrest- 
ing the prisoners, and submitted an inventory 
of the property to the custodian’'s office, 
which he signed personally seven different 
times, claiming all of the credit for the re- 
covery and the arrest, and never mentioning 
Mahoney's name in connection with the 
affair. 

“On Nov. 17, 1902, Lavin swears before the 
grand jury: ‘My former report was false, 
Mahoney gave me the goods and pointed 
out to me where the prisoners could be got.’

Key of Box Offered to Son.

bank with the key still in his hand. I was 
in a hurry to get home on account of sickness 
in the family, and I didn’t pay much atten- 
tion to the matter. I asked my father if 
there were anything further, and being told 
no, I hurried away. 

Departure of the Banker. 

“The next day—Sunday—I received an 
urgent telephone message from my father to 
come to his house in Irving Park immediate- 
ly.

Intimates Intention to Return. 

The letter which young Stensland there- 
upon drew from a sheaf of papers was an 
undated sheet of hotel paper bearing the 
letter head of the Golden West hotel, Royal- 
ton, Minn. The letter read: 

“Dear Theodore:—Just in from the woods 
and have to go back with the team when 
ready to start. I hope everything is O._K. 
at the bank. Ask Hering to put in some hard 
strokes and I will take hold with renewed 
vigor when back from my trip. More later. 

“Yours affectionately, 
“FATHER.” 

“TJ suspect,’ commented Young Stensland, 
“that my father at that time wae staying 
im a little village called Buckman, near Roy- 
Qltcc.. We were up there oné time looking 


“at some land, and he made the acquaintance 


of the mayor of the village, whose name I 
forget. The mayor was at father’s house 


Jast winter. 


Secures Power of Attorney. 
“TI got the key to the safety box, and I 


“ gupposed that father was having a rest with 


his old friend, the mayor of Buckman, so I 
had no cause for worry. The next day I went 
to the bank and opened his box in the vault. 
Right on the top of the papers that packed 
the box I found a sheet of paper bearing a 
typewritten power of attorney. The name of 
the person to whom the power was to be del- 
egated and the name of the signer had been 
left blank by the stenographer, and my name 
was filled into the former space and my 
father’s name was signed in the latterin his 
handwriting. . 

“The power of attorney instrument was 
the only thing I took out of the box at that 
time. I did, however, empty my own perzonal 
box and put my papers, which wege not 
mumerous, into father’s box without disturb- 
ime his papers therein. Once after that I 
went to the box and took out some of my 
papers, still without disturbing. the mass of 
his effects, which lay beneath.” 

After this, said Stensland, things ran along 
smoothly at the bank, though he heard noth- 
ing more from his father until on Friday, 
Aug. 3. 


Debt Memorandum Mentioned. 

“On that day,” continued the young man, 
“TT received a letter from my father which, 
HMke the previous one, was undated and 
upheaded, but which was postmarked St. 
Paul. I have that letter where I can lay 
my hands on it now, though I won’t say 
where.

which wes unusual between us. 

List Shows $1,000,000 “Owed.” 

“I went right over to the bank that after- 
moon and opened the box and began to go 
through the papers. In the midst of the mass 
I found a long envelope addressed ‘ Theodore 
Stensiand’ Above the address was a nota- 
tion in my father’s handwriting: 

“*The list of names in my own writing 
fe taken from notes which Hering claims 
are my/ obligations.’ 

“ Below the address was this notation: 

“*The little red memorandum bock will 
show my indebtedness in December, 1901. 
This of course includes Frantzen's stealings.’ 

-“% opened the envelope and found two 
Sheets of paper. One was a list of notes in 
father’s writing. The other was a fist of 
notes in Herings writing. Father's list to- 
tailed $1,008,000. Hering’s Hist was not to- 
tailed, but it proved to be some $300,000 or 
$400,000 less than father’s. There were lots

Takes Figures to Peabody.

We went over the figures 
and then for the first time Mr. Peabody be- 
gan ta believe tha! something must be 
wrong. That afternoon we went out to Blue 
Island in an auto and got E. A. Potter, and 
afterward Mr. Forgan of the First Nationa] 
bank was summoned. 

“The early evening was spent at Mr. Pea- 
body’s house and then we all went to the 
bank, where we spent the rest of the night.

Examiner Jones Incredulous. 


Young Mr. Stensland related many inc!i- 
dents of that exciting night in the looted 
bank, all going to show that the biggest bank- 
ers of the town were loath to believe that 
the memorandum of forgeries could be any- 
thing but a huge mistake. 

“Bank Examiner Jones,” he resumed, 
“ was unwilling to believe there was a short- 
age, and said he wouldn’t like to close the 
bank and find it a mistake. But I was con- 
vinced that something was wrong and = | 
didn’t want to take the responsibility of 
running the bank and taking in money when 
I knew conditions were suspicious.” 

Stensiand declared that great pressure was 
brought to bear on him to keep the bank 
open. It was proposed by one banker that 
deposits be received and placed individually 
in envelopes pending the investigation, and 
that no money be paid out. The young man 
branded the scheme as ruinous and with his 
own hands, he says, closed the doors a few 
minutes after 9 a. m. and told Jones to put 

up his closing notices. 


Thinks His Father Is Dead. 

“Where do you believe you father is?” 
young Stensland was asked. 

“TI believe he has committed suicide,” he 
replied. ‘Of course he had time enough 
to get away, granting that he was not in 
St. Paul when he mailed me that letfer. But 
I don’t believe the letter was a ruse. He 
acted queerly before he went away, es- 
pecially about leaving the vault box key, and 
then he acted more queerly in sending me 
both of them at different times. I believe 
his body will yet be found somewhere in the 
northwest not far from St. Paul or Royal- 
ton.” 

Believes Forger Was Hired. 

“Who do you think executed the forgeries?” 

“Well, I don’t know,” said Stensland “I 
don’t think my father could have done them. 
He injured his thumb in alighting from a 
street car in 1899 when he visited me at Cam- 
bridge, and since that time he has been un- 
able to hold a pen between the thumb and 
forefinger. He holds it between the first and 
second fingers and though he writes a fairly 
steady hand I don’t believe he could have 
executed clever forgeries with his impedi- 
ment.”’ 

“ Do you believe Hering did the work?” 

“Well, Hering has a distinctive handwrit- 
ing which it would be hard to disguise. I 
don’t believe he did the work. I am of the 
opinion that an outsider, a clever penman, 
was hired to do the work either by my father 
or Hering. This outsider probably signed up 
a good many blank notes in advance, which 
were used as occasion required.” 


Asserts His Own Innocence. 

“Then you declare you were ignorant of 
the plot entirely?” : 

“I do absolutely. I not only had noshare 
in the steals, but I never knew a thing about 
what was going on. I am going to surren- 
der tomorrow on the warrant for conspiracy, 
and I have no fear but that I can prove my 
entire innocence.” 


Talks of Frantzen’s Theiis. 
Stensiand then was questioned on his 
knowledge of Walter Franizen’s robbery of 


the bank, which he reiterated. was the only 


wrongdoing in the business which. had come 
to his ears. 

“ Frantzen was savings recetving teller,” 
said Stensland. ‘“ It began to be noticed that 
he was spending a lot of money. He owned 
a house, was a high liver, and squandered 
large sums on the races and drink. John 
Gulliksen, the present savings teller, brought 
the matter to the attention of my father, after 
he had secured conclusive evidence that 
Frantzen was stealing. 

“ Gulliksen was leaving the bank one day 
with Frantzen. The latter pulled his hand- 
kerchief out of his pocket, and in so doing 
dropped a roll of papers which Gulliksen 
recognized as savings deposit slips. Frantzen 
picked the roll up quickly, but Gulliksen re- 
ported the matter. 

“Am examiner was placed on Frantzen’s 
books and it was found that he was short 
some $40,000. Frantzen had stolen the money 
in a way that is called a chestnut by the 
bank examiners. He had made a close study 
of the savings deposits. ' 


Money of Farmers Stolen. 

“For his depredations he selected the ac- 
counts of farmers and others who left their 
pass books at the bank and sent their money 
in from time to time., The majority of them 
kept adding to their savings year after 
year without ever withdrawing any. It 
was Frantzen’s custom to withhold a say- 
ings certificate from time to time and pocket 
the money. On the books Frantzen indi- 
cated the amounts he had held out by a 
faint red check mark. It was his intention 
eventually to restore these amounts, but hé 


kept losing more and more money on the 
races and finally got into the hole so deep 
he couldn’t get out. 

“ Father feared a run on the bank so he 
decided merely to discharge Frantzen and 
make good the loss himseif. This he did. 
Frantzen left the city and is now supposed 
to be in New York.” 


Deeds Over Father’s Property. 

Young Stensland has made good his prom- 
ise to deed over for the benefit of the bank's 
defrauded depositors all the land and real 
estate, of whatsoever description, that was 
held by his father. 

The old man, before leaving for parts un- 
known, had given to Theodore a power of 
attorney which made the legal transfer of 
these holdings possible. The real estate thus 
deeded is estimated to be worth $650,000. 

For two or three days the son’s failure to 
take this step had been the occasion of com- 
ment. But his explanation was that he was 
continuously under police! quizzing and hag 
not the opportunity. 

The last instruments filed in the county 
recorder’s office Saturday afternoon, it de- 
velops, were two deeds from Theodore Stens- 
land to John C. Fetzer, receiver for the failed 
bank. 

Transferred by First Document. 

Of these two documents, the first con- 
veys title to all the known Stensland realty 
excepting that embraced in the Irving Park 
subdivisions. It is described as follows: 

Part of Dagle block, Milwaukee ayenue and 
Carpenter street, owned by Stemsland and occu- 
pied by Codperative store; rents for $1,750 a month. 

Portion of Eagle block not occupied by store; 
rents for $638 a month in name of P. O. Btens- 
land. The Northwestern Life Insurance com- 
pany of Milwaukee holds a mortgage for $100,- 
000 on the Cotperative store property, secured by 
Codperative store bonds. 

387, 389, 301 Milwaukee avenue; intended for 
use in building addition to Cotperative store. 

402, 404 Milwaukee avenue, owned by Stensland; 
rent $265 a month. 

407 West Hurom street: owned by Stensiand. 

568, 570, 572 Hast Fiftieh street; property of 
Stensiand. 


Irving Park Tracts Included. 

The second deed conveys to the bank’s re- 
ceiver title to ‘the two subdivisions in Irving 
Park, sixty and eighty acres, respectively, 
in size, and to any and all other property in 
Cook county, the title of which is in Stens- 
land and which is not embraced in the de- 
scriptions accompenying the first deed. 

This general phrase at the end of the sec- 
ond instrument is included in order to cover 
any property now unknown. 


Transfer Considered Legal. 

Although the United States court has ap- 
pointed a receiver for President Stensland’s 
estate, the man nemed being W. C. Niblack 
of the Chicago Title and Trust company, it is 
contended that the transfer of the lands is 
legal because federal receiverships do not 
embrace real estate unless a trustee is 
named to take title. This step, it is said, 
has not been taken. 

Therefore it was with a considerable feel- 
ing of relief that depositors learned last 
night that more than half a million of as- 
sets are now in sight through the action of 
the younger Stensland, who kept his prom- 
ise, 

While it is known that Attorney Jacob W. 
Loeb, for Receiver Fetzer, has been working 
hard to bring about this step, he was un- 
willing last night to confirm the report of the 
recording of the deeds cr otherwise to discuss 
the matter. 


Guilt Known to Minor Officials. 
Inspector Shippy speht a busy Cay at the 


toil, made it a day of rest, but the police in- 
spector stuck at his probing and got results, 
too. 

For the first time a systematic inquiry 
among minor officials of the bank was in- 
stituted. And among the straws of informa- 
tion the inspector acquired was the fact that 
the crookedness existing in the bank was 
known to several of the principal employés 
for several years, and that they remonstrated 
unavailingly to President Stensland concern- 
ing the irregularities. 


Notes Seen by Young Stensland. 

The inspector also gained new light on 
Theodore Stensland'’s relations to his fath- 
er’s disappearance. This was made known 
by L. F. Bedicher, custodian of the safety 
deposit vaults. 

“On July 14 President Stensland spent al- 
most the whole day in the vauilts,”” said 
Bodicher. ‘“ He went through &ll the papers 
he had in his deposit box and made several 
trips to and from his private office. He car- 
ried papers back and forth and spent some 
time in arranging them inthe box. He did 
not appear to be excited, and I paid little 
attention to the matter at the time. 

“ When Mr. Stensland finally left the vault 
after locking his box he called me to him. 

“* From now on you may let my son Theo- 
dore have access to my box,’ he said. 

“ The next day or the day thereafter Theo- 
dore came into the vault and said he wished 
to get into his father’s box. He had the 
key to the box. He opeged up the box and 
looked over the papers for sometime. Then 
he wentaway. Several times after that he 
came in and opened the box.” 

This version does not agree with the asscr- 
tion of Theodore that he received a let*‘er 
from his father on Aug. 3, dated St. Paul, in 
which wae inclosed the key of the deposit 
box. It is the theory of the police that Theo 
dore knew on or about July 14 that his father 
was running away. 

The son's explanation of this, taken for 
whatever it is worth, is given in the forezo- 
ing. 

Teller Exposes the “ System.” 

The information concerning the long stand- 
ing knowledge of the crookedness possessed 
by the kading employés of the bank was fur- 
nished by John Gulliksen, the savings teller. 

For a long time it had been known to 
Gulliksen and to Frank J. Kowalski, his 
assistant, who killed himself Friday night, 
that gross irregularities existed in the insti- 
tution. 

Their suspicions, Gulliksen told the inepec- 
tor, were aroused over the “extra ledger” 
in the savings department, found@ghere as 
part of the “system.” when Gulliksen and 
Kowalski were promoted to the position of 
teller, three years ago. 

The two tellers Inquired about the matter 
at the time and were told by Stensiand and 
Hering to “‘do as you are instructed, be- 
cause everything is all right.”” Things went 
on in this way for about a year, when Gullik- 
sen again began-to feel uneasy concerning 
the “ extra ledger.”’ 


Protest Ignored by President. 

He said that he felt instinctively that all 
was not right and that the accounts postedin 
the “extra ledger’ belonged rightfully in 
the regular books. One day, he says, he 
went to Stensland and spoke to him about 
his suspicions. 

“This extra ledger must be doneaway with 
if you want me as your savings teller,” said 
Gulliksen. ‘“‘I demand that you order the 
accounts in the extra ledger transferred to 
the regular ledger. If you don’t do it I 
shall quit my job and report the matter to 
the authorities.” 

tensland them told Gullikeen that he 
would attend to it just. as soon as a “certain 
deal’’ which he had on hand was closed. 
With this promise Gulliksen returned to his 
work and seid nothing more about it until 
last January. 

Stensland had failed to keep his word, and 
Gulliksen and Kowalski one day consulted 
together as.to what should be done. After 
talking the matter over they decided to no- 
tify their employer that the “extra ledger’ 
must be taken off their hands. 

Accordingly both tellers went to the pres- 
ident and told him that unless the irregular 
ledger were taken off their Hands by May 1, 
both men would quit and report the whole 
matter to the authorities. 


More Time Begged by Banker. 

“You have failed to keep your promise 
and we will stand this thing no longer," said 
Guiliksen to Stensland. “ There is some- 
thing radically wrong with those books and 
we refuse to be responsible. Both of us have 
decided that we cannot and will not take 
yours or Hering’s instructions in this matter 
any longer.”’ 

In detailing these facts to the inspector 
yesterday Gulliksen  § said: ‘** Stensland 
looked worried when we told him this and 
immediately promised to have it attended to 
at once. The president said: ‘ That ledger 
I am going to have closed in a few days. I 
have closed that deal of mine now and every- 
thing will be-all right shortly. Don’t quit 
your jobs, boys. There is nothing to worry 
about.’ 3 

“That was about the middle of January,” 
continued Gulliksen to Shippy. ‘‘A month 
or so later I was instructed by both Stens- 
land and Hering to begin transferring the ac- 
counts in the extra ledger to the regu’ar 
books, and both Kowalski and I felt retievéd.

Not Found by Bank Examiner. 

“ Why did you not report the matter to the 
authorities when yoy found things wrong?”

Because I felt that it was my duty to 
report such things to the president of the 
bank,” said Gullikgsen. “I hed’ absolute 
faith in Stensland’s integrity and believed 
that he was the proper person to notify the 
authorities if anything were wrong.” 

“Why didn’t you speak to the bank ex- 
aminer about that extra ledger?’ 

“ Because I was only an employé of the 
bank, and not an official, and, furthermore, 
the ledger was there for the bank examiner to 
find. Why didn't he find it?’ 

“* Did you ever talk with Oscar Aalborg, or 
any other employé of the bank, concerning 
the irregularities which you were aware of?” 

“No. Kowalski- was the only employé I 
ever mentioned it to, because he knew ae 
much about it as 1 did, being a savings teller.’’ 


Suspicions of Wrongdoing. 


“How did you become suspicious that 
something was wrong?’ 

“Any man who knows anything about 
bank books would know that there must be 
something wrong where accounts are kept 
in an extra ledger. Both Kowalski and I 
knew that those accounts should have been 


kept im the regular savings ledger.”’ 


** Do you know why that ledger was kept?’ 

“No, sir; I do not.” 

“Do you know anything about that spe- 
cial accounts book found in Stensland’s 
wardrobe?” 

“ Nothing more than that I haveseen it.”’ 

Gulliksen them was asked if he remem- 
bered any names in the book and if Ander- 
son, Herhold, and Ssiberg were among the 
With the answer that he could re- 
member no other name than Anderson, Gul- 
liksen was dismissed. 


Son and Relative Come at Night. 

John Erickson, the night watchman, told 
the police it was not unusual for both the 
elder and younger Stensiland to come to the 
bank late at night and remain several hours 
poring over the accounts. He said that on the 
night of Aug. 4, a day before the closing of 
the bank, Theodore and Ole Stensland spent 
almost the entire night in the bank, leaving 
about 3 o’ciock in the morning. 

Others who testified were: Gustav Gullick- 
sen, bookkeeper; Ella Mueller, stenographer; 
Fred Esdohr, teller; and Lorens Boedeker, 
vault custodian. 

Inspector Shippy intimated that he had se- 
cured even more interesting testimony than

Ledger to Be Examined. 


The inspector attaches considerable import- 
ance to the discovery of the ledger dated 1901 
in a clos®tt half filled with castoff clothing. 
A man employed for several years as a jan- 
itor at the bank said that the only keys to 
this closet were carried by Stensland and his 
son Theodore. Whenever the janitor cleaned 
out the closet President Stensland unlocked 
the door and watched the employé through- 
out the operation, afterward locking the door 
himself. 

This ledger will be examined today by Mr. 
Olson and Receiver Fetzer. Thereceiver will 
also begin a detailed examination of the 
mortgages and bonds in the vaults. 


Kern Note a Forgery. 
Cashier Hering’s quoted statement that 
the $15,000 note found in the bank with the 


| Signature of Jacob J. Kern is genuine, ie 
, denied absolutely by officials who have been 


present at the investigation of the bank’s 
notes and books. 

One of these officials said yesterday that if 
Hering had made any such statement, which 
he doubted, it wag nullified by his declaration 
while under the searching examination at the 
bank on Friday that the note was a forgery 
and that Attorney Kern never had known of 
its existence. 

The authorities declare that they have nv 
reason to sugpect the Kern noteis other than 
a forgery—along with the mass of others, 
It was with the forgeries and listed as such 
in Stensland’s memorandum. 


Bank Victims to Unite. 

The lead taken by the Polish depositors in 
the Milwaukee Avenue State bank in or- 
ganizing a society to help the receiver con- 
serve their interests is likely to be followed 


.by the depositors of other nationalities. A 


committee may be appointed to represent 
all such societies and this will have author- 
ity to act for the depositors in dealing with 
the receiver. 

By organizing the depositors it is believed 
greater harmony and more effective service 
will result. Several of the larger creditors 
of the bank along Milwaukee avenue were 
the first to unite. The Poles, backed by the 
Polish National alliance and the Polish 
Roman Catholic union, were organized Sat- 
urday and an effort will be made today to 
have similar movements started among the 
Scandinavians, Italians, and Jews. These 
wll cotperate one with another and if the 
plan goes through a general meeting will 
be arranged at which ail the depositors can 
be represented and have their wishes known.

‘FIGHT WITH WAVES LAST. 


Boat, Loaded with Telegraph 
Poles, Sinks; Crew Is 
Saved. . 


* 


Lake Michigan demanded a final reckoning 
yesterday of a steamer that has braved its 
waters these thirty-seven years. The old 
boat's courage was undiminished, and it 
fought against the payment of the long score, 
but its captain and crew weakened. How- 
ever, the captain's wife and daughter were 
aboard, and their lives were the paramount 
consideration. 

The boat, the Joseph L. Hurd—which has 
gone through the seven ages allotted to a 
lake ship—was coming down from Grand 
Marais, Lake Superior, loaded with tele- 
graph poles. The cargo was piled high over 
the deck and the timbers were lashed with 
chains. . 

For hours the Hurd had been groaning in 
the heavy sea and the poles had been chafing 
The waves weshed over the 
hull and its superimposed freight, and the 
wind biew the spray against the cabin win- 


and without mishap until when off Racine 
atl o'clock yesterday morning. 


Water Pours Into Hold. 

The seams in the aged hull then began to 
open under the strain and water tickled, and, 
presently, poured into the hold. Capt. B. Mc- 
Caffrey was called and the steam pumps 
were started. An hour passed and the inflow 
increased steadily, the pumps not being able 
to keep up. It was not long when the water 
rose high enough to put out the fires under 
the boilers. ‘ 

Before this all the members of the crew 
had been called to the hand pumps. The 
sailors’ efforts had not sufficed to reduce 
the water in the boat and when the engine 
was stopped the men lost ground rapidly. 
The engine roorh filled and the boat began 
to settle heavily at the stern. Mrs. Mec- 
Caffrey and the captain’s 16 year old daugh- 
ter, Lilly, came from their quarters and en- 
couraged the men at their losing toil. 

When the stars grew dim and the first 
promise of morning came with the gray, 
leaden light, the fifteen human beings on 
the Hurd were gathered in a clump at the 
forward end. Gross Point was sighted to 
the west by the growing light, and presently 
above the tossing waves to the east the bright 
rays of the sun shot high into the heaven. 


Loosened Poles Afioat. 


The poles had become loosened and were 
floating about the vessel. They bumped 
against its sides and poked their heads over 
ite rail with the wash of every wave. Far to 
the east the smoke of a passing steamer wes 
blown across the sky, but the vessel was too 
far away to catch sight of the laboring Hurd. 

With the advent of full day Capt. Mc- 
Caffrey determined to risk putting off in the 
ship's yawl. The Hurd still was sinking, but 
more slowly, and the sailors and captain's 
family agreed that their only hope of life 
lay in quitting their vessel. 

To lower the yawl was not so difficult a task 
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dows. But the barge plowed along slowly | 


as to board it. Then.a atill more dangerous 
situation was revealed. All around the Hurd 
lay the telegraph poles, plunging, tossing, 
and ramming each other. The yaw! dodged 
these with difficulty and soon found itself 
clear of this peril. But as there were oniy 
two pairs of oars aboard and the high seas 
prevented their use to any purpose the small 
boat made little progress. 

Help, however, was near at hand. After 
the Hurd’s crew had been out in the yawl 
for hese than an hour the Western Transit 
Mner Mohawk bore down directly upon their 
boat. The Mner stopped, worked around,eo 
that the small craft could be brought to the 
windward, and let dawn a rope ladder. 


Women Climb Aboard Steamer. 

Lilly McCaffrey was directed to the ladder 
by her father. She climbed to safety aboard 
the steamer, followed by her mother, who 
had difficulty making the ascent. owing to 
her fatigue and the weight of her soaked 
dress. The men clambered up in a hurry and 
the Mohawk, after taking a survey of the 
Hurd, came on to Chicago. 

Tugs were sent to the Hurd, which was 
found floating about as when the Mohawk left 
it. The helpless barge was towed to port. 
The loss on it and its cargo is estimated at 
$10,000. Leatham & Smith, Sturgeon Bay, 
own the boat, and the poles were consigned 
to Raber & Watson. 

The Hurd was in the passenger service 
from Chicago to Lake Superior points when 
it was young. Later it degenerated into ithe 
lumber service and bad luck became its lot. 
It rammed and sunk the Lehigh Valley liner 
Cayuga near the straits of Mackinac eight 
years ago, and came off with only a slight 
injury. Last fall, while going from Stur- 
geon Bay to Grand Haven, with a load of 
stone, the cargo shifted suddenly and the 
vessel turned completely over. By a mira- 
cle, at that time no life was lost.

Burglar Shielded in Station. 


Incidentally to the Hagamann case is the 
Anti-Crime league’s further allegation 
against Hunt. This came in a story which 
the league embodies in its report and which 
is credited to Police Lieutenant John P. Sul- 
livan. Tt is: 

“Lon Smith, alas Simon Smith, alias 
Simon Porter, several times in the peni- 
tentlary for burglary, was wanted on several 
charges of robbing flats and stealing there- 
from about $2,000 worth of diamonds. 

‘It is charged Inspector Hunt knew that 
Sullivan and his men wanted Porter and 
that Officer Ben Burns knew it also; still 
Porter was kept hidden in the Hyde Park 
station for thirty days, and was sent 
out to a barber shop and had his face and 
head shaved, so as not to be recognised. 
Burns and Hunt used him.” 


Questions for Lavin to Answer.

“8s Why, if Lavin did not believe Mahoney | 
to be implicated in the robbery, was Maho- 
ney not given credit forthe arrest of the 
criminals and the recovery of the goode? 

“9. Why, when Park Policeman Hamlin 
told Lavin that he saw Mahoney in company 
with Clark and Barry in the park, did not 
Lavin take some ‘action to ascertain what 
Mahoney's connection was with the rop- 
bery 7 

“10. Why did Policeman Tony Sanstrom, 
a friend of Lavin’s, tell Hagamann a year 
after the goods were stolen that if Haga- 
mann would keep quiet Inspector Lavin 
would recover the rest of the stolen goods’ 
This evidence was given at the trial of Ma- 
honey in November, 1902. 

“11. Why, at the time, did Lavin give as 
an excuse for the protection of the thieves 
that he was obliged to obey the orders of his 
supérior, Inspector Hunt? 

“12. Why, when it was shown and proved

“ Athletic sports and pastimes’ was the 
program announced for the afternoon, and 
the promise was fulfilled. The games were in 
honor of Mr. Murray's schoolmate, Tom I’, 
Kiely, champion of England, Ireland, and 
Scotland in the hammer throwing and shot- 
putting contests. Mr. Kiely gave exhibition 
performances in both events and the pro- 
gram included a full list of fleld day events, 
as well as the games of Ireland, including a 
* hurling *’ match and a game of Geelic foot- 
ball. 

Murray Referee of Match. 

Mr. Murray refereed the hurling match, 
His chief duty was to keep out of the way of 
the thirty-four enthusiastic players who pur- 
sued a rubber ball around the field, slashing 
at it with curved sticks. The field was as 
reugh as the rocky road to Dublin, and the 
slashing match and the pursuit of the per- 
spiring Mr. Murray was exciting.

a wreck could not be prevented, but.to save 
the passengers from serious if not fatal in- 
juries he applied the air and emergency 
brakes. 

The locomotive entirely left the tracks. The 
rails were snapped like pipe stems. 

Engineer Lepper called to Fireman Eugene 
Mead of 2000 Kinzie street, Chicago, to Jump, 
which Mead did as the locomotive was top- 
pling over. Mead was slightly injured. 

Lepper remained in the cab until it toppled 
over. Then, shutting off the steam, he

And I fear that it is more used by boys of 
good and wealthy parents than by the boys of 
the slums, for the former have more money 
with which to purchase. Hence I was not 
shocked when the Rev. Dr. Williams called 
this meeting and asked me to say 4 few 
words t@ the boys of Oak Park, many uf 
whom are addicted to the use of the cigaret.” 

“ The tobacco trust, with ite capitalization 
of $500,000,000, the most cruel and pitiless 
trust in this country, is every day devising 
allurements to the use of the cigaret, which 
is causing the wholesale slaughter of coun*- 
leas boys. Tobacco, a plant that exhausts 
the soll it grows. on eleven times more than 
any other product of the land, is likewise 
exhausting the strength of the youth of our 
country.”

The Christopher Columbus was also over- 
crowded, according to statements of passen- 
gers, as was the Theodore Roosevelt, while 
the Eastland and City of South Haven were 
also crowded.

Passenger Complains of Crowds. 

Of a dozen passengers interviewed after 

leaving the Graham & Morton boat, Hol- 
land, every one declared that the vessel was 
overcrowded. 
Reynols, 756 Fifty-third street. “ There 
Bt. Joe passengers were taken aboard. Many 
became ill and there were no accommoda- 
tions for them. At least 1,500 persons were 
on board.” © 

The capacity of the Holland, the cap- 
tain said, is 1.400. It arrived an hour late. 

The City of Chicago, which arrived an 
hour late at 11 o'clock p. m. was even more 
crowded than the Holland. 

“I know the boat was crowded beyond 
ite capacity all the way over,” said one pas- 
senger, who voiced the sentiment of a dogen 
interviewed. “I had to stand up all the way 
over, as did a third of the crowd. Many 
women and children were taken ill, for the 
sea was a trifie rough, but there were no 
berths to spare, even forthesick. Some who 
had engaged berths stood and let the sick oo- 
cupy their beds.”’ 


Women Jostled at Docks. 


In spite of the efforts of a squad of police- 
men and the boat officers women and chil- 
dren were jostled and crowded in leaving the 
City of Chicago. On the north gang plank 
a child fell down, and the screams of its 
mother in trying to prevent the crowd from 
trampling it stirred up some excitement. 

At the barge office an official said it was 
not necessary for the government inspectors 
to watch the incoming boats. 

“No, the inspectors are not usually around 
here Sunday evening,” he said. “* Why 
should they be? The boats are inspected on 
the other side.”’ 


Columbus Crowded, Too, 

Officers of the Columbus declared there 
were 5,000 persons aboard the boat. The 
craft’s capacity is 5,500. Patrons on the re- 
turn trip from Milwaukee complained of the 
overcrowding, stating that there were ecarce- 
ly enough chairs and that it was impossible 
to move about freely om the boat after once 
having secured a point of vantage. 

Many of those on board placed the number 
at 6.000. The three decks were crowded to 
their capacity, it was asserted, and though 
two gang planks were used for exit purposes 
at the local docks it took over thirty minutes 
for the crew to unload the boat. It was 
thirty minutes late out of Milwaukee owing | 
to the crowds. The speed of the craft also 
was siowed down om account of the heavy 
load, 

The Roosevelt Also Criticised. 
Aboard the new boat, the Theodore Roose- 
velt, which plies between Chicago and Michi- 
gan City, were 3,200 persons, according to 
Policemen in at- 
tendance declared there were over 4,000 on 
board when the boat arrived at 8 o'clock 
Not more than 3,500 are allowed by law. It 
required thirty minutes to unload, using two 
exits. The decks were impassable, and many 
were forced to use the stairways and boxes 
for seats, it was charged. 

Several women fainted, scores were sea- 
sick, and one woman was overcome in the 
crush of unloading, requiring a physician's 
services. 

The Eastland was packed to its sides with 
about 8,000 outing seekers on the return trip 
The City of South Haven had a full list of 
passengers, also. 

The smalier craft plying between the riy- 
er, Lincoln and Jackson parks, and Wauke- 
gan were weighted down with the largest 
crowds of the year.

Home Colony Discussion Shows 
Personal Liberty Is Above 


Socialism.

New York, Aug. 12.—[Special.]—Could an 
.{ndividual, in the enjoyment of his God given 
freedom of initiative, and the added liberty 
conferred by membership in Upton Sinclair's 
’ New. York Home Colony association, walk 
into the communal dining room in his bare 
feet? 

Would it be a nuisance for one to fry onions 
in the colony on a close night? 

Would one be inhibited from turning loose 
“Waiting at the Church ” on a gramophone 
at midnight? - 

These were some of the sands on which the 
¢raft of discussion stranded at a meeting 
of twenty-one members of the colony in the 

* West Fifty-seventh street Y. M. C. A. audi- 
torium today. 

The twenty-one gathered in a family circle 
in front of the rostrum with fifteen rank out- 
siders and reporters in the rear. It was spe- 
cifically announced by Sinclair that the dis- 

sion was merely informal because so Many 

f the colony’s members had gone away on 
Sunday bicycle rides. 


Plunge Into Committee Reports. 


Sinclair Introduced William Noyes as chair- 
Yan. Noyes announced the brethren would 

proceed to discuss clause by clause the tenta- 
tive reports of committees on organization, 
labor, and care of children. 

Rule No. 1, which states that the object 
of the colony is to simplify the domestic prob- 
lem and that “ upon the physical side its ideal 
should be the utmost economy consistent 
with beauty, cleanliness, and efficiency,” 
passed without discussion. Its obviousness 
Was evident even to the rank outsiders. 

Then followed rule No. 2 and its corollary 
gule No. 3. The second commandment dic- 
tates that “in their intellectual, social, ard 
spiritual life members desire to be let alone,”’ 
and the succeeding rule clamps down the seal 
en individual! liberty in these stern words: 

“While claiming absolute liberty them- 
selves, the members recognize their obliga- 
tions not to interfere with others. The board 
of directors should have power to prohibit 
nuisances.”’ 


Sinclair Rises and Explains. 

Sinclair rose to elucidate the philosophy 
in the first of the two foundation stones of 
the future colony. He said: 

“My idea is our colony should be a little 
town—not just a group of friends—where 
every one would feel it incumbent upon him- 
self to help entertain every one else. 

“ There may be busy men, like myself, with 
shrinking sensibilities, who would want to 
be left alone. They should be. ' 
-** Nobody need attend card parties if he 
does hot want to.” 

*“ But if we all meet in a common dining 
room,”’ suggested one of the chosen, “ how 
can we avoid close intimacy? And suppose 
one man didn’t want to go to the dining room 
on a certain occasion, would he have to skip 
that meal or could he have it sent to him?’ 


“Jungler”’ Throws Up His Guard: 

The doyen of the colony adjusted his glasses 
end replied guardedly: 

“Well, of course, we would meet each 
other at table apd we would have to ask 
each other to pass the salt. And as tothe man 
who wants his meal in his home, that ques- 
tion was raised in committee by one of the 
members who wants his breakfast at 10 
o'clock in the morning. We decided he would 
have to pay the extra expense of having the 
meal served at that time. He believed he 
would better take his breakfast out of a 
Chafing dish.”’ | 

One member with a German accent said: 

“To have what is a nuisance and what 
fe not left in the hands of a board of five 
men is arbitrary and tyrannous. What if I 
want to play a gramophone on my front 
porch from 6 to midnight and maybe play 
the same tune all those hours—can these five 
" gen come around and tell me I am commit- 
ting a nuisance because they don’t like 
gramophones?’’ 


“Freddie’’ a Nuisance? Monsters. 

A woman colonist, who had been growing 
restiess during the discussion, turned to a 
friend. 

“My Freddie,’ she said, “ wakes up every 
night at 11 o'clock and cries until2. Doyou 
suppose I would let any horrid director say 
my Freddie was a nuisance? I don't think 
this colony is practical.” 

Sinclair waved his hand for silence. 

“Gentiemen and ladies, listen a minute, 
please. Supposing we should ali determine 
by a majority vote what is a nuisance and 
have the community’s nulsances all tabu- 
Jjated. Then supposing Mrs. Jones’ parrot 
equawks all day. We would have to go to 
the table of nulsances and see whether to 
prosecute Mrs. Jones’ parrot for making a 
bad noise, or for making bad music. That 
would never do.”’ 

One woman coonist in a picture hat be- 
lieved that what the law recognizes as a 
nuisance was good enough for the New 1ork 
Home Colony association to follow. 


Reports Portend Much Agony.

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PLANS LONG AIRSHIP RIP 


DR. THOMAS WILL TRY TO FLY 
FROM CHICAGO TO NEW YORE 


Enthusiast on Aeronautics Tells of 
Scheme of Flight of 1,000 Miles— 
Proposes to Ship Outfit Here and In- 
fiate Great Bag with Hydrogen on 
Account of Greater Lifting Power 
—Says He Wants Americans to Beat 
French, 


New York, Aug. 12.—[Special.]—In ‘an at- 
tempt to make a world’s record against 
which competitors in the international bal- 
loon races at Paris next month wil) have to 
struggie Dr. Julian P. Thomaa will take his 
balloon to Chicago and@ try for a flight to 
New York. 

The date for the start of this trip has not 
been set, but it will be well in advance of the 
races in Paris, and the flight will be attempt- 
ed in all probability before the end of this 
month.. 

Dr. Thomas will inflate his balloon with 
hydrogen, giving it far greater lifting ca- 
pacity, permitting him to carry a compan- 
ion aeronaut and an abundance of ballast 
and provisions. Inflation of the great silk 
bul. will cost $840, and this sum, with the 
pay of a guide, the expense of the journey 
west, and the eulpment for the trip, will 
make the ascension one of the costliest ever 
made in this country. 


Wants America to Lead. 

“It is my hope,’ said Dr. Thomas today, 
“to see Americans outstrip the French in 
their ballooning experiments and hold the 
world records for successful filghts. 

“TI am having my own airship built. It 
has six or eight new devices which make It 
different from others built so far, and, as any 
of these devices may develop into a man 
killer, we first will operate the machine by 
means of electric wires from the earth. The 
machine will be put together outside of the 
city and preliminary tests made without an 
operator. My own workmen are engaged on 
it and the work is being done with the great- 
est regard for secrecy.’’ 

With the great abundance of ballast which 
hydrogen will permit him to take along he will 
be abbe to search the upper regions for swift, 
favorable winds, and he believes he can find 
them and guide the Nirvana to New York 
successfully. 


Miller May Be Companion. 

Dr. Thomas may take Maj. C. J. 8S. Miller 
of Pittsburg with him on the long voyage. 
Maj. Miller's successful flight in a new air- 
ship bullt for him by Leo Stevens at Frank- 
lin, Pa., last Friday, and Mrs. Miller's 
flight Saturday have introduced them to the 
ballooning world as potent factors in the 
development of scientific sport in this coun- 
try. 

Dr. Thomas is having trouble with the 
life insurance companies which granted pol- 
ic'es to him. He is unable to get any new 
insurance and has been importuned by com- 
panies holding risks to change his policies, 
allowing him larger sums, but nothing inthe 
event of his death in a balloon accident. 


SAVED FROM HUGE OCTOPUS 
BY CUTTING OFF TENTACLE. 


Captain of Fishing Tug Would Have 
Been Made Captive if Engineer Had 
Not Come to Rescue with Hatchet. 


San Francisco, Cal., Aug. 12.—[{Special.}— 
While fishing for rock cod from the deck of 
his vessel off the Heads, Capt. Love of the 
tugboat Pilot was nearly made captive by 
a giant octopus that he had hooked. Only 
the prompt action of Chief Engineer Eng- 
lish in seizing a hatchet and severing one 
of the six foot tentaclee of the devil fish 
saved Love, who was unaware of his danger. 

Love was intent on landing what he sup- 
posed was a huge fiah, when the slimy armof 
the octopus slipped up over the low rail of the 
tug within a few feet of him. It was unseen 
by Love and probably would have seized his 
leg a moment later, when English happened 
to see it. 

Instantly he seized.a hatchet and with one 
blow severed one arm, at the same time call- 
ing the attention of Capt. Love to his danger. 
The captain dropped his line and retreated 
without argument. The octopus must have 
been of immense size.

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BALLOON BURNS: 9 HURT. 


AERONAUT NARROWLY ESCAPES 
DEATH AT NEW YORE. 


After Making Ascension at Bergen 
Beach Great Horror 
Stricken to See Flames—Occupants 
of Airship See Peril and Gas Valve 
Is Opened, Allowing Them toe De- 
acend-— One Jumps and Burning 
Mase Falls on Him. 


Crowd elIs 


New York, Aug. 12.—[Special.]—Caught 
high in the air in a flaming balloon, Neison 
Elmaquist of 961 Fulton street, a professionali 
aeronaut, and his assistant, James Moss of 
88 Monitor street, Brooklyn, had a narrow 
escape from death today. 

The men have been giving exhibitions at 
Bergen Beach, and it was determined to give 
the crowd an extra “ thriller."” They were 
to go inland and then sail over Bergen Keach, 
and when about half a mile out Elmquist 
was to make the drop in a parachute into 
the waters of Gravesend bay. 


Crowd Gathers and Cheers. 


The event was well advertised and a crowd 
had gathered at Bergen beach and also at 
Avenue: W and Bast Seventy-fifth street, 
Flatbush, where the ascension was to be 
made. Verandas and lawns all about were 
covered with people, and about 300 persons 
had gathered at the Hotel Arlington. 

The balloon was quickly filled with hot air, 
and Eilmaquist and Moss climbed into the 
basket and ordered the men who were hold- 
ing the ropes to “ let go."’ 

As it was released the balloon shot up into 
the air, and the people began cheering. The 
aeronauts hardly had heard the cheer before 
they saw the crowd was greatly excited, 
Elmquist, looking about, saw that the silk 
bag of the baloon was on fire. Hesaw smoke 
and flames issuing from the side, and shouted 
to Moss to open the valve and let out the gas, 
Mose tried this, but before the balloon 
reached the ground he jumped out a distance 
of fifty feet. 


Pull Off Burning Balloon. 


Through the rapid escape of gas through 
the valve and from the holes put in it by 
Elmaquist the balloon began to settle. It fell 
cirectly on top of Moss, who ley stunned, 
Elmauist being enveloped in the flaming 
folds of the balloon. The gas was burning, 
and with a rush the crowd which a few mo- 
ments before witnessed the ascension, gath- 
ered around and dragged the burning balloon 
from the men. 

Many hands weref burned, but it. was got 
off them before they were seriously burned. 
Elmquist has several burns about the hands, 
face, and body, but is not dangerously hurt. 
Moss suffered from slight burns, but has a 
badly sprained back and broken rib. A sur- 
geon of the King’s County hospital dreesed 
the injuries.

REMARKABLE MIRAGE SEEN;

Shore of Lake Erie Sixty Miles Away, 
with Town of Rondeau, Reflected in 
Sky in Bold Relief. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 12.—Residents of the 
Heights in the eastern part of the city today 
witneesed one of the most remarkable mix 
rages of which there is any record in this 
part of the country. Wonderfully clear and 
distinct, the Canadian shore of Lake Erie, 
sixty miles distant, was spread out before 
them in the sky.

MANILA Aug. 13.—One battalion of the 
Thirteenth and one of the Stxteenth infantry, 
stationed at Fort McKinley, will sail for 
Leyte this morning to reinforce the troops 
operating against the Pulajanes. 

Local newspapers urge that Leyte be 
handed over to a military administration 
until lawleseness is suppreseed. 

Five thousand Filipinos with ten bands and 
300 racehorses paraded the streets of Manila 
today and then gathered at the governor's 
palace to protest to the Philippine commis- 
sioners against the proposed legislation sup- 
pressing racetrack betting. The bill was 
drafted at the instance of the Moral Progress 
league, recently organized by an American 
lawyer and two Protestant ministers. ‘ 


ABDUL HAMID ONLY “CHILLIN’.” 


That Is the Official Explanation of the 
Sultan’s Ailment—Condition Re- 
ported Improved. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Saturday, Aug. 11.— 
The officiale informed callers at the palace 
that the sultan had been suffering from the 
effects of a chill last week, but that he has 
now completely recovered. His physicians 
advise@ his majesty not to risk exposure to 
the open air, hence the abandonment of the 
selamlik on Friday. 

His majesty’s condition was improved suf- 
ficiently today to enable him to attend to 
various affairs. 

The local press is forbidden to publish any- 
thing concerning the state of the sultan’s 
health or of the abandonment of the selamlik. 

Sensational stories of the sultan’s illness 
are im circulation here, but in best informed 
circles confirmation is given the statement 
that there is a slight improvement in his 
condition and that he is in no ignmediate 


danger.

MRS. YERKES REFUSES TO AID 
FAMILY OF HER AUTO’S VICTIM. 


Even Ignored Judgment Secured in the 
Courts by Widow of Man She Ran 
Down and Killed in German Tour. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.] 
BERLIN, Avg. 12.—In September, 1904. 
Ludwig Lessio, factory foreman in Durlach, 
was knocked down by an automobile which 
was being driven furiously. The car was 
owned by Mrs. Mary Adelaide Yerkes, widow 
of the late Charles T. Yerkes, who was fn it 
at the time. The next day Lesslo, who 
thought lightly of his injuries,. accepted §45 
offered Dy Mre. Yerkes’ representative. 

But it proved later that Lesslo had sus- 
tained internal injuries which were serious. 
and he died within a week, leaving a widow 
and three children unprovided for. The 
courts appointed Dr. Canter of Carlsruhe 
legal adviser to the widow. 

Dr. Canter now writes to the Frankfurter 
Zeitung, as he considers the time has come 
to make the facte public. He says efforts 
were made to induce Mrs. Yerkes to assist 
the family, but without result. Then. he ap- 
pealed to the law courts and last February 
obtained a judgment for $3,860. 

Even this Mrs. Yerkes has ignored. . She 


‘has refused to contribute anything to the 


relief of the family, although, in the mean- 
time, she inherited millions. Application 
through the American consulate at Mann- 
heim and the German consul general at New 
York were equally umavailing.

Chicago became the axis of the baseball 
world yesterday when, as predicted in this 
column sixteen days ago, the Sox moved into 
first place after a record breaking game in 
which Griffith's Highlanders for the third 
time fell before the resistless onslaught of 
Jenes’ pennant chasers by a score of 8 to 0. 

With one bound the Sox leaped over 
New York and Philadeiphia and climaxed 
the most sensational advance of baseball 

istory by winning the tenth straight game, 
making it fifteen out of sixteen played on che 
home grounds, during which they fought 
their way from sixth into first place, with the 
best chance of all the clubs to win the pen- 


nent 
Official Attendance, 30,900. 

The final leap upward was made before a 
erowd which, in all probability, was the 
greatest that ever attended a ball game in 
Chicago. Secretary Fredericks announced 
the official attendance at 30.900, and the 
gates were closed at 2:30, a half hour before 
the game began, with Thirty-minth street 
erpwded for three blocks in each diréction 
anc thousands turning back, seeing the hope- 
leseness of gaining admission. Perhaps not 
two-thirds of the 30,000 who did squeeze 
themerelves into the ground saw more than 
a giimpse of play, for the entire fleld was 
circled with a mass of humanity that 
screamed, howled, and applauded, frothed 
end seethed with noise while the Sox, 
<utpiaying Grif’s men in every department 
of the game,'climbed over them. The Sox 
marched into first place because St. Louis 
administered its third straight defeat to the 
Athietics and permitted the Sox to come into 
their cwn once more. 


Looks Squally for a Time. 


The game itself became merely an incident. 
Everybody expected the Sox to win and con- 
summate the work of the last fortnight— 
except those few who feared that at the 
eleventh hour the cup of joy might be 
snatched away. And, for a time, it appeared 
a@s if this might be the case, for, during the 
earlier innings of the crucial struggle, the 
Highlanders lambasted Walsh’s curves all 


“over the lot, and only for the wonderful, un- 


beatable support/ accorded him and the fool- 
hardiness of the Highlanders in tryigg to run 
bases they might have won. Then, in the 
fourth, Orth's only gift proved his undoing, 
for the Sox, following up their first chance 
with mighty swate, scored two runs and 
‘clinched the game. 


Remarkable Scene on Field. 


The scene on the grounds at Thirty-ninth 
and Wentworth was one of-the grandest 
evir witnessed. Thirty thousand people, 
imbued with the desiré to see the Sox back 
where they belong, wild over the magnifi- 
ent struggle Jones’ men have been mak- 
ing, and inspired with the thought of two 
pennants 


two Chicago clubs, came out primed and 
aded. 


At 1:30 every seat om the grounds was 
filled, and the process of sardining the spec- 
tators began. At 2 o’elock there scarcely: 
was breathing room in the stands or bleach- 
ers, and around the field the extemporized 
seate. were filling rapidly. Then, with a 
Surge, the great army of baseball fans began 
¢etcending in earnest. Two hundred police- 
men strove to hold the crowd in check and 
keep it off the playing field, but while the 
teams were practicing the outfield was filled, 
and hundreds fought for positions along the 
lines. 

Perfect Order Prevails. 

And in it all there was not the slightest 
sign of disorder. Everybody seemed to fear 
that to advance would mean to jeopardize 
the Sox's chances of victory, and held or gave 
ground as Comiskey directed. Commy, his 
white head followed by a wave of cheering, 
marched around the field, establishing lines 
beyend which the spectators might not come 
and stationing police there. First a double 
row sat upen the ground, surrounding the 
entire field. Then another row sat down, 
and established a human fence, behind which 
the crowd piled up uptfi at places it was 
twenty-five men deep. Behind them, on bar- 
reis, boxes, chairs, and boards, stood more 
people, and then came a@ vacant space, and 
aczainst the fences more crowd, while between 
these marched thousands, pleading, begging 
for a chance to get a gifmpse of the history 
making struggle. 


Lined on Fence Tops. 

The fences were lined along the tops, fifty 
Sat on the top of the score board. Telephone 
and telegraph poles were filled for a blow 
each way, and along Wentworth avenue hun- 
dreds sat on the telegraph wires themsefves. 

Meantime, in the street outside, thousands 
stood and begged for a chance to get'in, and, 
with the gates closed, stood in the street and 
yelled-as the news was passed to them of 
what was going on inside the lot.

It isin an agricultural district 
on the northern edge of the corn country, 
and ite wealthiest citizens are retired farm- 
et who “ moved into town ’”’ after they had 
saved enough to carry them well to the end 
of thelr days. : 
Nearly all of them derive their income from 
lands in the neighborhood and none is 
@alied wealthy except because of his property 
ofthisnature. The younger generation, such 
as remain at home, are engaged for the most 
part In purely local activities and have but 
slight opportunity of amassing riches.

A library was needed, and they housed a

' THE BULLETIN NUISANCE. 

‘Baseball is the great American game. 
Thousands of men and boys who never 
have the money or the time to go to a 
ball game make it a point to keep posted 
on the standing of the different clubs, and 
eagerly read the reports of each day’s 

frame. This interest explains the placing 
of @ bulletin board on Dearborn stree* 
just north of Madison, and this bulletin 
board has become a public nuisance. The 
other side of Dearborn street is obstructed 
by building operations, and the traffic on 
the west side of the street is unusually 
heavy. During a large part of the after- 
moon the crowd in front of the bulletin 
board, while hot numerically large, ‘s 
bunched closely about the ladder on which 
the boy is perched whose business it is to 
@nnounce the result of each inning. Peo- 
ple who have business which requires 
them to pass that way are often com- 
pelied to go out into the street to get 
around-the crowd. This is within sight 
of a police officer at the corner and within 
three blocks of the city hall. 

A few days ago one of the most per- 
sistent advertisers in the city was forbid- 
den to hire a woman sign painter, and 
the woman herself was threatened with 
arrest unless she desisted from painting a 
Sign on a wall in the downtown district. 
This step was taken, although the laws 
of Illinois ‘permit women to engage in 
eny trade except mining coal on, an 
equality with men. The excuse was that 
@ crowd was attracted by the sight of 
‘this woman engaged in her lawful occn- 
pation, and that the streets were thereby 
obstructed. But the baseball bulletin 
doard is allowed to make the sidewalk 
impassable for several hours every after- 
poon and to afford an opportunity for pick- 
pockets to ply their trade. In other cases 
the police have compelled cigar makers 
or rug weavers to get ont of a window in 
view of the street, althongh they at the 
time were within the walls of their ém- 
ployers’ own premises. In the Dearborn 
street case the crowd is attracted by bul- 
letin boards overhanging the sidewalk and 
ettended by a man whose ladder is itself 
an obstruction of the publie way. 

At election time, or on other occasions 
where matters of importance are occur- 
ring, the police are rightly lenient in the 

matter of agglomerations of people in the 
streets. But to permit the sidewalk to 
be blocked every day for a period of. sev- 
era! months by crowds wishing to know 
the result of. ball games is going too tai | 
An officer shonld be stationed at the bul- 
letin board to keep the passageway clear 
for busy people, or else the board should 
be epepressed,

THE GRAIN HARVEST. 

Government reports indicate a continnu- 
ance of the prosperity which the country 
has experienced for several years. The 
grain crop of 1906 contents the farmers. 
The total wheat crop is estimated at 760.- 
000,000 bushels, an increase of about 10 
per cent over last year. The corn crop is 
estimated at 2,655,000,000 bushels. Other 
grains, except oats, show an increase. 
This means that the- farmer will have 
_@iore money to spend, and all lines of 
trade will share in the benefit of abundant 
barvests. 

A part of the excess of this year’s crop 

er last year’s will be needed on account 

fet the increased, population of the United 
States. The million immigrants who have 
made this country their homés since last 
summer must be fed. ‘The babies are 
growing up, and the birthe exceed the 
deaths. If there should be stagnation in 
trade men might be compelled to eat less 
meat, fruit, early vegetables, and other 
luxuries, but they would éat even more 
bread and other preparations of grain. 
Where is no reason to fear stagnation in 
trade, but whatever happens, a large part 
of the grain crop will be consumed at 
home and the foreign demand will take all 
that is left. 

Already it: is predictel that there will 
mot be freight cars enongh to move the 
crops, but when the need comes the Yrail- 
roads probably will have solved the diffi- 
culty. If not, men can treat a portion of 
the crop in the way in which the moun- 
taineers have been doing, with some mod- 
fications. Difficulty of transportation of 

_ grain across the mountains was the prime 
reason why the dwellers on the western 
* glopes and spurs of the Appalachian 
ranges fell into the habit of converting 
their grain into epirit which could be easi- 
ly transported and which, ff kept on hand 
fer some time, only improved with age. 
The last session of congress resulted tn 
the passage of a law removing the tax 
from denatured alcohol, and opened up a 
way for the farmer to utilize his surplus 
grain Incase he cannot ship it, or in case 
the market price does not make {ft worth 
his while to ship it. E\very little com- 
munity will soon have its distillery where 
grains, fruits, potatoes, beets, and other 
- vegetables capable of producing alcoho! 
- -@an be transformed. A great bulk will

MUNICIPAL ICE. 

The high price of ice this summer bas 
been too much for the usually patient 
citizens of Philadelphia. They have re- 
belled, and a grand jury has indicted a 
number of icemen for conspiring to in- 
crease prices. In Philadelphia, as in 
other places where ice trusts have been 
attacked in the courts, there are many 
who have. little faith in the efficiency of 
grand jury investigations and indictments. 
They contend that the -municipal ice 
plant is the only effective remedy. They 
say that if a city had one it could sell 
ice to its citizens at cost, and thus force 
competing icemen to sel] at a reasonable 
figure. This argument has been heard in 
Chicago. At the last session of the legis- 
Jature one of the members from this city 
introduced a bill authorizing municipali- 
ties to go Into the business of manufac- 
turing ice for the public good. It did not 
become a law. 

The practical difficulty with artificial 
{ce plants in this latitude is that there are 
only a few years out of every twenty in 
which they can rely on making money. 
They must anticipate years in which they 
will lose money. Whenever the natural 
ice crop is good it can be offered for sale | 
at a price with which the makers of the 
artificial product cannot profitably com- 
pete. It is true that a municipal ice plant 
would not endeavor to make a profit, but 
there would be summers when it could not 
escape a deficit. To find customers it 
might have to offer ice at less than the 
cost of manufacture. 

When it came to the matter of delteaey 
of ice the municipality would learn what 
icemen already know—that it is an ex- 
pensive affair. If the municipality were 


to have its ‘own wagons and drivers its 


service would not be so good as that of a 
private company, but would cost much 
more. 

It is safe to predict thet if this city had 
a municipal ice plant the operating ex: 
penses would greatly exceed those of a 
private company. That would lessen its 
ability to sell ice at a low rate. Boston 
went into the ice business to a small ex- 
tent a few years ago. It undertook to 
eut and store al] that was needed for 
municipal use. That ice cost several 
times more per ton than if it had been 
supplied by men who understand the ice 
business. 


not alarm the icemen in northern cities. 
They know how little reason they bave to 
fear the competition of artificial ice mann- 
factured by the slovenly methods of mu- 
nicipalities. They dislike indictments, 
even when not followed by convictions. 
They are expensive. They are an evi- 
dence of that popular il) will which men 
cannot safely provoke, no matter what 
business they carry on. 

It may be that this year’s protests and 
prosecutions will make the icemen take 
extra pains to fill their houses as early in 
the season as possible, and not wait, as 
many of them did last winter, for late 
cold weather, which may not come. As 
the public depends on them for its-supply 
of a necessary commodity, they have no 
right to take chances. They should not 
refuse to cut thin ice early in the season 
merely because they hope they may have 
thicker ice later on. The ice scareity 
this summer would have been a trivial 
matter if the companies had cut ice when 
they could, 


CHICAGO AND NEW YORE. 

The rivalry between Chicago and New 
York will always be keen, particularly when 
considered from the point of view of the 
western city. The marvelous development 
which a littl over half a century has 
brought to the central west has been attend- 
ed by a feeling of pride which quickly lends 
itself to boasting. There have been occa- 
sions when the impossible seemed to be at- 
tempted here, and success in realizing am- 
bitious designs has had its influence in the 
creation of a spirit of determination to win 
and of faith in the city’s powers which has 


F been a valuable asset. .Sofaras earnestness 


of purpose, willingness to work, and en- 
thusiastic devotion to business are con- 
cerned Chicago has a remarkable equipment. 

A prominent citizen returning from a trip 
abroad recently made some complimentary 
statements about Chicago, which could not 
have been based entirely upon a desire tosay 
pleasing things to representatives of the 
press. His expressions must have come 
from observation of what Chicago is doing 
commercially throughout the world. A rep- 
reséntative of the Commercial! association, 
returning from New York, says that busi- 
ness interests in that city are alarmed at the 
work of his association in reaching out for 
foreign trade, especially for that of the 
orient. “ During last year Chicago has made 
large inroads into New York's oriental trade 
and New York business men tell me that 
former easterm patrons now say that they 
can do better by buying from Chicago than 
from New York.” 

There was a time when the western mer- 
chant bought his goods 
largely because there was no other market 
for him. He had the freight shipped over 
the mountains at great expense and part of 
his capital was the use of the name of some 
famous New York merchant from whom his 
stock came. The development of a buying 
place was a necessary feature of the great 
growth of the central part of the country, 
and the natural location of Chicago made it 
the logical candidate for mercantile honors. 
There is no reason why the trade of the city 
should not increase steadily, as population 
increases, new territory is opened up, and 
better means of communication is afforded. 
As wealth continues to pour into the coffers 
of the merchants they will have better facili- 
ties for securing that larger and more varied 
assortment of merchandise which always 
has its attractiveness to the prospective 
buyer. Utterly regardless of New York’s 
rivalry this city has a field which ought to 
yield continued wealth and unbounded pros- 
perity. 

But there are certain phases of commerce 
in which there can be comparatively slight 
hope for successful competition with the 
long-time seat of business supremacy. The 
ocean near at hand and the magnificent 
harbor mean something which Chicago can 
never overcome. Deep waterways, with the 
possibility of seeing ocean-going ships on 
the lake front and similar possibilities will 
all help to build up the western city, but 
they will not offset an advantage which 
nature gave to the Atlantic coast. But there 
is no need for discontent over natural condi- 
tions, for there are enough possibilities 
ahead of Chicago to.utilize every bit of 
strength and all the business shrewdness of 


its merchants. The future seems absolutely 
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' THE POLICE CHANGES. 

The order of the chief of police makes | 
sweeping changes in the department. The 
friends of displaced men will tell of po- 
litical influences, of injustice, of prejudice. 
There will be a good deal of lively dis- 


- cussion in every station for some time, | 
and it may take a little while for every- 


thing to get into smooth running order 
again, but in the long run there should be | 
some benefit to the public, which is most 
interested in the efficiency of the depart- 
ment. 

Now is the time for an understanding 
about real conditions in police circles. If 
the new brooms sweep clean for awhile 
there will seem to have been just ground 
for the criticisms which have been heaped : 
upon the old brooms for many months. If 
things run along much as they have been 
doing there will be reason for thinking 
either-that unjust statements have been 
made without good evidence or else that 
the whole police system is so honeycombed 


_ with evil that the only effect of a sweep- 


ing change in the personnel of the force 
in a given station is a readjustment of 
conditions giving new men a chance at the 
special privileges long enjoyed by the old. 

The chief of police deserves to have the 
benefit of the uncertainty. He has been 
quoted as making many promises of re- 
forming things. _He has declared repeated- 
ly his intention to punish any officer found 
guilty of wrongdoing. He has stated his 
purpose to hold commanding officers re- 
sponsible for evil conditions in a given 
quarter. If his sweeping changes bear 
fruit in real improvement in the situation 
all will rejoice. If the removals and re- 
assignments are only political, with no real 
idea of increasing efficiency, everything 
will be as it was—new men but old meth- 


ods. 


THE QUESTIONER ON THE STREET. 

“ What strikes you about London?” was 
the question put to a traveler in that city 
recently. The answer came quickly, “ The 
fact that no Londoner knows anything about 
The reason for this state of af- 
fairs is not far to seek. The visitor to Lon- 
don who is enjoying a vacation in the his- 
toric places of the world wants to know 
about the things of the past and not about 
what is known to the dweller in the present.

Most. probably if the average man 
at State and Madison streets was stopped 
by an inquirer seeking information regard- 
ing the location of the wigwam in which 
Abraham Lincoln was nominated for the 
presidency he would be unable to direct the 
questioner. 

A short time ago one who had promised 
to make an address at a mission conducted 
near the intersection of two of the most 
prominent streets in the city but hed for- 
gotten the exact number alighted from the 
street car at that corner and made inquiry 
of passersby without being able to get the 
desired information. A policeman was 
questioned but could not tell. He seemed

Miss Marie Corelli has made such a point 
of her intimate acquaintance with members 
of the nobility in her letters to the news- 
papers, and has boasted so much of being 
the favorite author, par excellence, of the 
reigning family and of the court, that it'is 
startling to find in her new book, “The 
Treasure of Heaven,” a curious mistake, 
which betokens crares ignorance of social 
usages ‘among the upper classes in England. 
For she tells her readers that ‘“ Lord Regi- 
nald Wrotham ” was ‘‘a family title,”’ as- 
sumed on the coming of age of the man who 
bears it In the story. 

This is ridiculous... The prefix of the title 
of “jlord’’ to the Christian name of a man 
betokens that he is the younger son of a 
duke or of a marquis, and is restricted to 
them exclusively. Moreover, it Is. theirs 
from birth, or from the time when their 
father becomes a duke or a marquis. It is 
a title which is purely one of courtesy, and 
which dies with them. 

There is no such thing In all the English 
aristocracy as “a family title” that is as- 
sumed by a member of the family on attain- 
ing his majority. The nearest approach to 
such a thing was the old fashioned practice, 
long since out of existence, of knighting the 
eldest rons of baronets on their coming of 
age. 

Miss Corelli's “ Lord Reginald Wrotham,” 
as presented by her in the pages of her book, 
is an altogether impossible proposition, which 
betrays the most extraordinary ignorance 
of the ethics and usages of precisely those 
titled classes of whose doings she affects to 
write. As ehe has a large following here, it 
Is only to De hoped that none of her readers 
will be guided in their ideas concerning the 
use of titles by anything which they may 
read in her books. 

Mies Corelll's mistakes are, however, those 
which are made by nine-tenths of English 
noveliste and playwrights, who are almost 
entirely recruited from classes which have 
little or no connection or association with 
the ‘‘ grand monde” and with the English 
world of fashion. That is why: one finds 
people, both in novels and on the stage, when 
portrayed as belonging to the aristocracy, 
being guilty of such ridiculous solecisms, 
and using forms of speech so entirely differ- 
ents to those employed by the individuals 
whom they are supposed to represent.

edly well to arm the federal executive with 
wider powers to deport or otherwise rid the 
country of disloyal or turbulent aliens, 
whether these call themselves ‘ anarchists* 
or not. The fewer of such people we have 
in. our midst the better, and, although I do 
not believe it will ever prove practicable 
td slam the door in the face of anything like 
all of them, all that we can bar out will be 
go much gain. But, while we may thus re- 
duce the number of our anarchists, it is 
gadiy certain that we cannot thus get rid 
of anarchism. 

“Anarchism is the product of two condl- 
tions which prevail to a greater or less ex- 
tent everywhere among the less enlightened 
classes of modern civilized society, namely, 
the decay of religious faith, and a measure 
of superficial and therefore unsound popu- 
lar education. : 

- Where Socialism Differs. 

“Tt {gs sometimes« sald that anarchism 
and socialism, as systems, are mutually an- 
tipoda! and destructive. .I should be’sorry to 
diminish whatever hostility the adherents 
‘of either-‘system’ may feel for the other, 
for the ol@ adage as tothe consequences of 
such strife to honest men embodies no small 
measure of truth; but, to my mind, this view 
ef their relations is altogether superficial, 
They are two divergent stems growing from 
the same root. That root is the dogtrine that 
all men of right ought to be, and should 
therefore be made and kept, precisely equal. 

A socialist is essentially, although not al- 
Ways avowedly, or even consciously, one 
Who sees that the equality demanded by this 
doctrine can be fully, or even approximately, 
secured only among slaves. A southern plan- 
tation before the war constituted; so far as 
the negroes were concerned, nearly a social- 
istic communtty; and they probably were 
as nearly equal between themselves as human 
beings can be permanently képt. In this 
community a socialist merely substitutes

Anarchy’s Insane Demand. 


wi An anarchist differs from him by seeing 

that he has, in fact, introduced a new source 
of inequality. For the corporation he cre- 
ates can exercise its authority only through 
agents, and these agents must bé, out of 
necessity, armed with powers which make 
them no longer the eqnals of their fellows; 
just as if the master of the plantation made 
one of his slaves his overseer. The anarchist 
therefore demands that there be no such 
agents, or, in other words, no government 
at all. It was ‘a sin against equality that 
any one should be president while Czolgosz 
wasn’t and knew he never would be. 

**Tt but added bitterness to this wrong that 
g0 many around him should deem the presi- 
dent worthy of his great office, while the 
few who knew Czolgosz at all knew him as 
an obscure, unattractive vagrant. 

Quick Eradication Impossible. 

“So much for the evil. How can it be 
eured? If we mean cured In a day, a month, 
a year, a decade, I answer unhegitatingly— 
not at all. Anarchism will not be removed 
within a given time, or through a spectal 
measure or set of measures; perhaps it will 
not be wholly removed in any time or by any 
means. It will be for years, perhaps for gen- 
erations, a source of some peri) to our public 
men, a source of some annoyance and some 
anxiety, possibly, at times, of some alarm to 
the American people. 

“It is the product of causes which cannot 
be eradicted by legislation, however drastic, 
of causes which He deep in the scheme of 
modern civilization. But because I have no 
panacea to recommend it must not be sup- 
posed that I would have nothing done. I be- 
lieve that anarchism already has been made 
less and can be made much less dangerous 
and harmful by being dealt with seriously and 
rationally. In other worda, I would see our- 
selves and our publHc servants in earnest and 
willing to be guided by common sense and 
experience in seeking a remedy, without re- 
gard to a little doctrinaire prejudice and a 
little pseudo-humanitarian claptrap. 


Death Penalty for Worst Offenders. 

“In the first place, the unlawful acts 
prompted by anarchism should be made 
crimes in so far as they are not, strictly 
speaking, crimes already, and, as crimes, 
they should be visited with such penaities 
@s are particularly distasteful to the crim- 
inals, and, therefore, the most effective de- 
terrants to crime. In dealing with a con- 
victed anarchist two facts may well be re-~ 
membered—the chances of his real reforma- 
tion are so small that they may be safely 
negiected, and we can appeal, for practical) 
purposes, to but one motive on his part to 
polscourage a repetition of his offense—name- 

ely: the fear of physical pain and death. 

“To keep him for years in a penitentiary 
merely burdens the community with the sup- 
pert of an irreconcilable enemy, with tne 
constant risk of his escape or pardon, ang 
the certainty that whenever he leaves he wii! 
be, if possible, a worse m&n than when he 
entered 


“On anarchists the death penalty should 
be unequivocally imposed by law ana infiexi- 
bly executes whenever the prisoner has 

sought directly or indirectly to take lire. 

“For offenses of less gravity i advise a4 
comparatively brief but vigorous imprison. 
ment, characterized by complete seciusion 
deprivation of all comfort, and denial of any 
form of distraction, and which couid be, to 
my mind, advantagedusly supplemented Dy 
& Severe, but not a public, whipping. The 
lash; of all punishments, most clearly shows 
the culprit that he suffers for what his fel- 
low men hold odious and disgraceful, and 
mot merely for reasons of public policy. 


Make Teaching of Anarchy a Crime. 

“ Any abridgement, from fear of th ~ 
ists, of that freedom of speech and of tan 
press guaranteed us by our state and feders] 
constitutions would be neither a wise nor 
@ worthy policy, but these privileges in no- 
wise shield councilors of crime nor instiga- 
tors of disorder and rebellion. Any changes 
however sweeping, in our laws and govern. 
ment may be urged, and any arguments 
however wild or grotesque, advanced to jus- 

tify them, provided the method of change be 
orderly and lawful. 

“ But a published writing recommending 
the murder of the chief magistrate and the 
_ violent overthrow of the government is a 
seditious libel at common law, and there is 
mo good reason why public utterance of 
spoken words of the same purport should not | 
be made the like offense by statute. It is 
already a crime to advise a felony or grave 
misdemeanor if the advice leads to the crime 
suggested, and there is again no good reason 
why this should not become a substantive 
offense without regard to its consequences, as 

is a criminal gonspiracy. 


Mad Folly of the Creed. 


“The final and most truly vital condition 
of success in ridding our country of anar- 


, 


ists today, if it be nothing more, is the out- 
come of all the strivings for justice and hap- 


opinion should recognize the utter empti- 
ness, the inherent folly of its theory and of 
all the kindred ready-made, furnished-whilk- 
you-wait schemes for the social regenera- 
tion of mankind, Civilized society, as it ex-

VOLIVA SAYS ZION’SNEED 
iS GODLIKE BUSINESS MEN. 


Declares He Wants All the Industries of 
City Conducted in Accordance with 
the Divine Will. 


At a massmeeting held tn the Zion City 
tabernacle after the regular Sunday after- 
noon devyotinos yesterday. Overseer Voliva 
divulged plans he has for inviting ‘ God- 
like business men’”’ to go into business in 
Zion. He also encouraged every man to 
work, wages being a secondary considéra- 
tion, 

“I hope to materialize plans whereby God- 
like business men can carry on business in 
Zion City, something that has not been per- 
mitted heretofire,”’ he said. “ I want the in- 
dustries to be ruled by God. My plan is to 
arrange the firms so that I shall have power 
to supervise them, In order that should the 
devil make his appearance, I could abolish 
the business if necessary, to keep our city 
pure.

It is estimated that 
seventy-five Zionites will begin work for 
the phone company thismorning. Voliva de- 
clared that manual labor is the preferred sort.

OPEN LETTER TO DECLARE HIS AT- 
TITUDE TO COUNTY TICKET.

LABOR PARADE AFTER ALL 


“SKINNY” MADDEN PLANS A STRA- 
TEGIC MOVE ON FOES. 


Building Trades Unions Will Be Called 
Upon té Marck it Speétacula® Dem- 
onstration, and Ranks Will Be Aug- 
mented by Teameters, Who Are to 
Be Ordered Out by Shea-—Big Picnic 
Also Will Be a Feature of the Holi- 
day.

The spectacular parade of workers which 
for years has been a feature of Labor day in 
Chicago? will take place as usual three,weeks 
from téday. It will not be a celebratfon by 
the joint unions of the city by any means, 
but only those unionists who follow the lead- 


‘ership of Martin B. (“‘ Skinny ”) Madden will 


be seen in line. 

‘Madden called his friends together yester- 
day afternoon and told them it was his wish 
to have a celebration—the grander the better, 
because he desired for political and other 
reasons to demonstrate his popularity in the 
labor movement. 


Madden Enlists Shea’s Aid. 

The announcement was something of a sur- 
prise, because after Madden’s failure a few 
weeks ago to interest some of the large 
unions in his project it was believed he had 
given up the plan. The assistance of Cor- 
n¢lius P. Shea, head of the Teamsters’ union, 
has been enlisted since then, however. 

Shea, it is said, has agreed to order every 
local of teamsters which still obeys his man- 
dates to take part in the parade, to swell 
the number to a size somewhere near com- 
mensurate with Madden's vanity. The mem- 
bers of several locals, it is said, have been 
notified that failure to appear in the parade 
will mean fines. Every method known to 
Madden and Shea ts to be brought to bear 
to compel a great * turnout.” 

It is said to be Madden’s chief purpose to 
“throw dust in the eyes of the federation of 
labor crowd,” as one of his friends expressed 
it. He aims to demonstrate that the great 
mass of the rank and file of workingmen of 
the city isbehind him, despite his successive 
defeats recently to gain control of the union 
machinery. When the federation officiais a 
week ago decided definitely to give up the 
parade idea Madden snatched the opportuni- 
ty to have @e parade of his own. 

“We will have the biggest parade ever 
seen in Chicago on Labor day,”’ Madden told 
his friends. “‘Then we'll have a big picnic 
to wind up the day.’”’ 


Will Hold Picnic Also, 
The picnic is to be held under the aus- 


.pices of the Associated Building Trades at 


Ogden’s grove. Madden has asked all the 
prominent politicians in tue state to make 
speeches. Invitations have been sent to 
William Jennings Bryan, Gov. Deneen, and 
Mayor Dunne. Several thousand dollars in 
prizes have been secured and will be dis- 
tributed on the oecasion, 

The assertion was made that between 85,000 
and 40,000 men will march in Madden's 
parade, Although there is still much mys- 
tery regarding the identity of the large 
unions which are said to have promised to 
take part, Madden says about fifty organiza- 
tions, comprising most of the building trades 
unions, nine teamsters’ locais, and many 
smaller unions will be on hand.

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 


The feature of the wholesale trade last 
week was the presence here of an unusually 
large number of house buyers who were re- 
ported as having made liberal purchases of 
nearly all lines of staple merchandise., usher- 
ing in the fall season with an activity that 
promises to exceed all previous years. Buy- 
ing orders were received in enormous volume 
from the west and south. 

The prospects of a record breaking crop of 
wheat, as shown by’the government report, 
and immense crops of other cereals practi- 
cally assured, have given confidence to the 
interior merchants in placing their orders for 
fall goods. The free marketing of the winter 
wheat has placed a great deal of money in 
circulation throughout the southwest which 
has been reflected in an increased retail 
trade. 

While the harvest has been to some extent 
delayed by raine and shipments also checked 
by the big decline tn prices, there was still 
a fair movement of wheat to primary mar- 
kets last week. Local receivers and shippers 
reported a fair export inquiry with fair sales 
made. 

Lumber dealers reported a satisfactory 
condition of that branch of trade from a dis- 
tributing standpoint. In some lines of hard- 
wood lumber stocks are exceedingly Jow, but 
the aggregate movement is of large propor- 
tione. Wholesalers with stocks in the north 
say that their inquiries are increasing, and 
that they are ehipping considerably more 
stock than they were a month ago. There is 
an increasing sale of red gum, basswood, 
birch, maple, and soft elm as substitutes for 
oak, hickory, white ash, and poplar, 

Some improvement was noted in the wool 
situation here compared to a few weeks 
back. There have been several good sized 
gales of territory wools at satisfactory 
prices. It was stated that the sales were 
made at practically the same pricee as pre- 
vailed last fall. Holdere generally were firm 
in regaré to prices. 

“ Last week we noticed the scarcity of soft 
grades of iron ore, and stated that a large 
business was being done in No. 8 foundry, 
No. 4 foundry. and gray forge,” said David 
Evans & Co., in their weekly letter. “Two 
distinct advances have occurred during Au- 
gust on these grades; one of 50c on Aug. land 
another of the same amount on the 8th, but 
these advances Instead of retarding buying 
have only served to stimulate business so 
that even the low grades are becoming scarce 
for early shipment. These continued ad- 
vances may bring out, and probably have, 
come offerings of speculative iron which the

Bulls Must Look to Foreigners. 

General sentiment in the wheat trade is 
more bearish than it has béen since the new 
winter grain began to move to mar An 
operator who has a reputatien for serva- 
tism, sizes up the situation in this manner: . 

“Much depends on the foreign conditions 
and on the progress of the spring wheat crop, 
much of which still is to be harvested. If 
the situation in Russia continues as bad as 


European countries do not come up to ex- 
pectations, it is Mkely that the demand from 
abroad for American wheat will assume big 
proportions. However, this is all conjectural. 
There is no question that we shall have a 
world of surplus wheat for export, although 
there are some men in the trade who are not 
figuring on a materially increased home con- 
sumption. Just how much of our last cr 
has been carried over is a guess pure an 
simple. The farmers say different things at 


know what another in another section has 
done or is doing. It does not lie within the 
province of the splendidly organized govern- 
ment system of research and investigation to 
determine the extent of the stuff still on 
the farms; it can guess—that’s all. 

Grain of Good Quality. 

“T believe that the foreigners will get away 
with the extra 66,000,000 bu that we are ex- 
pected to have this year, but even then we 
still should have much more than enough 
wheat to fill all home requirements. The ex- 
cellent quality of this year’s grain should” 
count for something in the matter of price 
shaping. Good wheat is more valuable than 
inferior stuff, and eventually I belfeve that 
good quality will count strongly in the 
general market. 

**Much of the news from Russia has been 
of the unfavorable sort, but at this time no 
one can tell just where it will get off when it 
comes to exporting. The Argentine ship- 
ments to date have been under the earlier 
expectations, and there does not seem to be 
any indication that they will increase ma- 
terially.

Stocks of Wheat Are Large. 


Stocks of wheat have increased to such an 
extent that the storage capacities Im the leac- 
ing centers have been taxed. The bears have 
played strongly on this fact, and they insist 
that when the spring wheat begins to move in 
earnest, and they look for an enormous move- 
ment within. a short time, the accumulation 
will assume burdensome proportions, un- 
less the milling demand improves greatly 
and the export trade becomes much larger. 
There are those among the bulls who de- 
clare that there !s enough capital to keep 
the grain from flooding the market, and that 
the farmers have concluded that they have 
accepted bottom prices for their grain. It re- 
mains to be seen, however, how long the cap-

‘Rains Against New Corn Options. 


Bountiful rains were depressing influences 
on the new crop options tn the corn market 
last week. The September, however, was 
given considerable support, chiefly on the 
current light receipts and the continued 
meager acceptances of bids sent into the 
eountry. Late in the week there was a no- 
ticeable improvement in the cash situation, 
and this had the effect to lené to the genera! 
bolstering influence. The government's re- 

ort was given bearish construction, promis- 
fn ng @ yield almost equal to the enormous 
It made the August 
condition 88.1, the figures being brought up 
to the first of the menth. 

It was the general impression that if the 
deductions had been made on the day that 
the report was given out—Friday—the con- 
dition would have shown considerable im- 
provement over the figures given out, inas- 
much as beneficial rains have fallen in the 
dry districts of this state, Indiana, and Mis- 
souri, since the statement was made up. 
Some students of the trade believe that con- 
ditions are euch as to warrant considerable 
uneasiness among shorts in the September. 
The stocks of corn in all positions in this 
city are not much in excess of 8,000,000 bu, 
and the Ctirrent receipts are not such as to 
promise an increase.in the holdings. The 
week end prices showed %oc higher for Sep- 
tember, declines of 140 and 1%c for May, 
respectively. 


Oats Relatively Strongest Grain. 


Oats were relatively the strongest cereal 
in the list last week. Final prices showed 
advances of about %c over the close of the 
week before. The government's estimate 
of a yield about 150,000,000 bu less than the 
crop of last year, which has net proved bur- 
densome, checked short seiling and gave ad- 
ditional confidence to the bulls. Hedging 
sales against purchases in the country were 
materially under those of the week before, 
when farmers showed mueb disposition to 
sell their stock. 

Stocks are’ not large, and the shipping 
demand, while not heavy, has been sufficient 
to care for the comparatively light receipts. 
Foreigners have been fair buyers of cats, 
especially of the mixed variety, and men 
close to the sitnation look for a steady im- 
provement in this class of demand. 


Hog Receipts Unusually Heavy. 

Surprisingly large receipts of hogs at the 
leading western points for this time of the 
year figured as the most depressing Influence 
in the provision market last week. The ship~ 
ments of manufactured products also were 
disappointing to the bulis, who long have 
held that prices were bound to reach a higher 
level. The situation is puzzling to many, and 
conditions have been such as te cause spec- 
ulators in general to halt in their operations 
or to confine their trading to narrow bounds. 

Despite the heavy run of hogs, a weaken- 
ing of values at the stockyards, and a dimin- 
ishing demand for the manufactured prod- 
ucts stocks have not piled up as some of the 
bears had expected. With prospects at the 
moment favorable to a satisfactory outturn 
of corn, students of the trade can see but 
little to werrant an exhibition of bullich 
sentiment.

FIGURES SHOW INCREASED MOR- 
TALITY DUE TO WEATHER. 


Excess of Fatal Diseases in Chicago Is 
Ascribed to Humidity by Officials 
of the Health Department—Phy-si- 
cians Report on Communicable Dis- 
eases — Disinfection Corps Busy — 
Foodstuffs Condemned in the Loop 
District by Inspectors. 


Figures cited by the health department in 

its report on last week's conditions show that 
increased mortality followed the period of 
high humidity. There were 102 more deaths 
from ali causes reported than during the 
week previous. Of this excess sixty were 
those of persons under 5 years of age. The 
theory that hot weather is especially de- 
structive to the health of infants is thus 
demonstrated. 
'“ At the close of the week the indications 
were reassuring,”’ the report says. “ There 
was a decided falling off in the number of 
contagious and infectious diseases reported. 
The total fell below 100 for the first time this 
years. * The total, 96, is 4 fewer than the 
previous week's total. 


'" There were no clty meat inspectors sta- 
tiomed at the Union Stockyards during the 
Gist seven months of ‘1905. The city in- 


the 1805 pariod were 463,057 pounds. The 
total condemnations for the 1006 period, in-

“Mr. Shtppey had been to Rex Terrace, 
where his family was, forty times this year, 
and waa thoroughly familar with the train 
service,” said hie friend, Hd G. Carlisle, 
4869 Oakenwald avenue, yesterday. ‘ He had 
become accustomed to taking the Pére Mar- 
quette train on the fourth track—that farthest 
from the station. 

“ On Friday night the train went out on the 
second track. It is apparent that Mr. Ship- 
pey, when the train was called, started across 
the tracks for that on which it always had 
gone. He was walking obliquely across the 
tracks, going half in the direction the train 
was traveling. Thus he walked squarely 
upon the track before the train. The tracks 
are on the level of the station platform and 
there is no fence or other protection.” 

Mr. Shippey’s funeral will be held this aft- 
ernoon from the residence, 4865 Lake avenue.
